The  three  amendments  going 
before  the  student  body  would  do 
the  following,  if  all  are  passed : 

—require  presidential  candidates 
to  select  their  running  mates  for 
executive  vice  president  and 
provide  for  their  Joint  election. 

—stipulate  that  Supreme  Court 
justices  be  approved  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  the 
combined  Executive  Council  and 
Cabinet  before  appointment  by  the 
ASBYU  president. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 
—give  the  ASBYU  president  the 
power  to  administer  public 
relations  for  the  student  body. 

—establish  the  Cabinet,  made  up 
of  the  four  class  presidents  with  the 
president  of  the  senior  class 
automatically  becoming  president 
of  the  Cabinet.  The  rules  of  order 
would  be  decided  by  the  Cabinet 
itself.  The  Cabinet  would  also  have 
to  meet  twice  each  month. 

-require  that  all  cabinet-  or 
class-sponsored  programs  involving 
the  student  body  at  large  be 
coordinated  under  the  direction  of 
the  Executive  Council. 

-eliminate  the  vice  presidents, 
and  secretaries  from  the  senior, 
junior  and  sophomore 
classes-leaving  only  the  freshman 
class  with  those  officers.

Editorial  . . . 


As  violent  acts  by  a small  group 
of  adolescent  revolutionaries  are 
continuing  across  the  country  in 
institutions  of  higher  learning,  the 
quesgion  has  arisen  of  \whether  or 
not  the  federal  government  should 
become  involved  in  quieting  the 
scenes  of  disruption  and  bring  calm 
back  to  the  academic  communities. 

A letter  sent  to  presidents  of  the 
institutions  of  higher  education  by 
the  Secretary  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  last  week  mentions  a 
number  of  provisions  enacted  by 
the  90th  Congress  into  law  which 
provide  for  the  withdrawal  of 
various  forms  of  federal  support  to 
students  found  guilty  of  campus 
disorders. 

This  act  will  give  institutions  of 
learning  some  leverage  in 
controlling  the  disruptive  tactics 
employed  by  revolutionaries. 

The  provisions  are  not  designed 
to  give  government  more  power 
over  the  academic  community,  but 
to  enable  the  separate  institutions 
to  better  control  the  environs  by 
cutting  off  sources  of  aid  of  those 
dissenters. 

Following  is  the  student  unrest, 
provisions  by  the  Departments  of 
Labor,  and  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  Appropriation  Act,  1969 
(Public  Law  90-557). 

Sec.  411.  No  part  of  the  funds 
appropriated  under  this  Act  shall 
be  used  to  provide  a loan, 
guarantee  of  a loan  or  a grant  to 
any  applicant  who  has  been 
convicted  by  any  court  of  general 
jurisdiction  of  any  crime  which 
involves  the  use  of  or  the  assistance 
to  others  in  the  use  of  force, 
trespass  or  the  seizure  of  property 
under  control  of  an  institution  of 
higher  education  to  prevent 
officials  or  students  at  such  an 
institution  from  engaging  in  their 
duties  or  pursuing  their  studies.

If  an 
institution  denies  an  individual 
assistance  under  the  authority  of 
the  preceding  sentence  of  this 
subsection,  then  any  institution 
which  such  individual 
subsequently  attends  shal  I deny  for 
the  remainder  of  the  two-year 
period  any  further  payment  to,  or 
for  the  direct  benefit  of,  such 
individual  under  any  of  the 
programs  specified  in  subsection 
(c).

The  Cougars  are  sparked  by  Yugoslavian  Zdravko  Mincek  and 
Larry  Hall  who  have  been -playing  in  the  top  spots  on  the  six-man  squad.

The  issue  of  “relevance”  in  the 
university  curriculum  is  questioned 
by  Jacques  Barzun  in  his  new  book 
along  with  other  educational 
cliches  which  he  believes  are 
obscuring  the  real  problems 
confronting  higher  education. 

The  book  is  entitled  “The 
American  University:  How  It 
Runs,  Where  It  is  Going.” 

The  idea  that  a curriculum  can  be 
contrived  that  will  always  be 
relevant  to  the  present  and  the 
future  is  an  illusion,  says  Barzun. 

Deploring  the  emphasis  on 
subjects  which  have  a practical 
application  to  life,  he  says,  “If  a 
university  is  not  to  become  an 
educational  weather  vane,  a sort  of 
weekly  journal  published  orally 
bby  aging  PhD's  it  must  avoid  all 
‘relevance’  of  the  obvious  sort.” 

Today  the,  university  is  under 
attack  from  all  quarters,  and 
Barzun  believes  that  the  real 
problem  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is 
being  expected  to  fulfill  too  great  a 
variety  of  functions. 

“A  big  corporation  has  replaced 
the  once  self-centered  company  of 
scholars  and  has  thereby  put  itself 
at  the  mercy  of  many  publics, 
unknown  to  one-another  and 
contradictory  in  their  demands,” 
writes  Barzun. 


In  his  book  he  reveals  how  the 
university  actually  works,  the 
dangers  facing  it  and  the  radical 
reforms  it  requires. 

Jacques  Barzun  has  grown  up 
with  the  university  as  a teacher  and 
administrator  since  the  1920s.

LAGOS,  Nigeria  (AP)— Nigeria’s 
military  chief  of  state  said  Monday 
his  air  force  will  continue  bombing 
Biafra  even  though  the  wisdom  of 
air  attacks  on  civilian  areas  has 
been  questioned  by  Prime  Minister* 
Harold  Wilson  of  Britain,  a supplier 
of  this  nation’s  military  aid. 


Maj.  Gen.  Yakubu  Gowon 
charged  at  a nejys  conference  held 
after  Wilson  concluded  a four-day 
visit  and  flew  to  Ethiopia,  that  the 
Biafrans  “stagemanaged”  civilian 
casualties  in  raids  by  federal  planes.

That’s  how  much  Oakland’s  port 
commissioners  set  aside  Tuesday  to 
haul  the  cabin  2,000  miles  from 
Dawson  City  in  Canada’s  Yukon 
and  set  it  up  in  Jack  London 
Square,  a redeveloped  waterfront 
area. 

The  San  Francisco-born, 
Oakland-raised  writer  inscribed  on 
its  walls  “author,  miner,  January 
27,  1898”  after  he  dropped  out  of 
the  University  of  California  and 
joined  the  Alaska  gold  rush.
